The 
night | tried to photograph the star trails | left the 
shutter open (using slide film) for four hours but 
when | got up at 2:00am | could not find my camera 
in the dark. | knew that it was near a big quiver tree 
so | trudged along to all the quiver trees that! could 
make out — not daring to put on the torch for fear

` was a Surprise and an honour for me to be 


of destroying what | was hoping would be a 
masterpiece! Eventually after about half an hour 
| found the camera (it was much nearer to the tent 
than | had imagined) and the resulting picture is 
one that | am really proud of. 


The Richtersveld, which is a mountain desert, is 
a great favourite of mine. A highlight of the early 
morning was photographing huge quiver trees 
against a mountain background. What was 
astounding was that as the sun struck the mountain 
it first turned light purple then bright red and lastly 
yellow ochre causing the quiver trees to stand 
out against this colourful background. 


Our group explored the mountains (with names 
such as Mount Terror and Devil’s Tooth), valleys, 
plants, and the strange shaped rocks sculpted by 
the elements and the extreme temperatures. In 
this stark beauty the scenery and colours are 
unbelievable, from dark greys to terracotta to 
bright reds, yellows and the off-white of the dry 
grasses. Apparently there are over 200 species 
of birds there as well as a great number of 
colourful lizards — one even came down the rock 
to eat apple out of our hands!

future.

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A Tribute To Gavin Stapleton 


ere are some people you meet that 

are special, that instantly become 

part of your life. It was like that with 

Gavin. Soon after we met, we clicked. For 

the rest of his life, Gavin was a part of my 

life. We did a lot together. We searched for 

pictures together, we laughed together, we 

compared pictures, used each other to crit 
our pictures. 


Gavin was the kindest person | knew. He 


was always willing to share his equipment 
& knowledge whether he knew you or not. 
His cameras and lenses were available to 
all who wanted to try them out. 


We are compelled to measure the loss of 
our friend and colleague, partner and 
confident each in our own way and turn 
instead to what we can share, the 
extraordinary life that touched us all. 


Gavin faced his illness with a courage and 
a determination, that left me in awe. He was 
determined to be independent; he was 
stubborn as a mule, and woe to the person 
who tried to control him, to talk down to him, 
to make him be what they thought he should 
be. He kept his illness in check largely with 
a mental self-discipline that | can only 
admire. Yet he was never, never bitter. It 
wasn't in his character. And he could always, 
always laugh at himself. 


He leaves us then a living legacy, the stories 
he told and the pictures he has taken. Gavin's 
influence was much too profound for words 
of such finality. Instead, a simple thank you 
to a friend, to a guy who enriched our lives 
and passed through town all too quickly. 
Losing Gavin is exquisitely painful but 
remembering him brings a smile and more 
than a few tears. Remembering him is also 
cause to say out loud Gavin made a 
difference in every life he touched.

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Profile: Hans Slaghuis 


APSSA 


s the surname suggests, Hans was 

born in the Netherlands. He came 

ith his parents to South Africa in 

1952 at the age of 9. A few years later 

Father Christmas presented him with a 

box Gevaert camera. “One could even 

adjust the lens for distance!” It had flash 

contacts but no flash. Some pocket money, 

a sale of the Gevaert and a Kodak Brownie 

Starflash appeared on the scene. In the 

meanwhile a rudimentary darkroom was 

set up and Wow, the magic of the first 
contact print! 


Somewhere he learned that 35 mm was 
the in-thing. The local pharmacy had a 
Halina 35 in the window for some £11-10- 
00. Against his father’s wishes the Halina 
was acquired only to discover that he had 
no inkling as to the meaning of shutter 
speed and F-stop etc. The library helped 
and after some Poker (?) he had enough 
money to buy an exposure meter. Equipping 
the darkroom with an enlarger followed 
and Hans was on his way. In 1965 he was 
able to acquire the then benchmark of 
cameras, an Asahi Pentax SV and he never 
looked back. That is to say except for a brief 
25+ years after marriage. 


Early 90’s saw his sons dragging him to 
the Vanderbijlparkse Fotografiese 
Vereniging. Reluctantly requested to start 
as a 1-star photographer he never looked 
back. Moving through the ranks with all the 
frustrations of “unfair” judges he still 
remembers his first salon acceptance. A 
slide in a #8 Erie frame. 


The proverb say’s “The whale that spouts 
gets harpooned”. It was inevitable that this 
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outspoken photographer would be voted 
on to the club committee and a couple of 
years later as chairman; a position he held 
for three years. 


At this stage he acquired his first of four 
honourspanels. First his APSSA in colour 
slides. Two simultaneous APSSA awards 
in Colour prints and in Monochrome prints 
followed.This gave him the coveted title of 
“APSSA (vers).” Inthe meantime he became 
addicted to the wonders of digital 
photography and has subsequently 
achieved an additional APSSA in e- 
photography as well. After retiring he and 
his wife Marianne moved to beautiful 
Clarens in 2005. He joined the Bethlehem 
Fotografieklub. He well remembers when, 
as a new member of this club, he could 
share in the jubilations when this small 
club won the next Free State and Northern 
Cape interclub competition during the 
annual CPS conference at Willem Pretorius 
game reserve. 


The whale didn’t leave him and currently he 
tries to keep close contact with the clubs in 
the abovementioned region in his position 
as Regional Director of the PSSA. 


Married for 41 years to Marianne they love 
travelling, local as well as abroad. Their 
travels have brought them to such far-away 
places as Barotseland, Kaokoveld, 
Patagonia, Yukon, Cambodia, China etc. 
When you read this they will be traveling 
somewhere between Arizona and Tahiti on 
their way to... and yes, Camera always in 
hand.

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P\efinitions - are they important? Do they impact on 
kJ salon entries and salon results? 


If every time you pick up a salon entry form you study 
it carefully to try and decipher what the salon judges are 
looking for then definitions are important. The next 
question is - how is the definition going to be interpreted? 


Here we have three examples but there are probably 
many more out there. Let’s hear your points of view and 
see your images - please submit comments and images 
to our Editor Toni. 


The photographer, Nico Degenaar APSSA, feels that 
the images 
1. stimulate the mind 
2. show a creative use of line, form and colour 
3. arecomputer generated using brand new computer 
technology to simulate the old darkroom process 
referred to as "cross processing" 
4. certainly deviate from accepted reality 


1. “Altered Reality or Contemporary” 


“Contemporary photography may be defined as the 
concept that stimulates the mind of the viewer to 
interpret the message conveyed through the creative 
use of line, form and colour. This definition specifically 
includes darkroom or computer generated/manipulated 
images.” 


“Altered Reality is a more accurate description, implying 
the photograph has been altered or manipulated to 
provide an image that deviates from accepted reality.”

2. “Manipulated Nature” 


No manipulated nature is permitted in the nature division 
of salons and therefore photographers such as Geoff 
Armstrong, who are working in this field, have to resort 
to entering them in the Open section (or dumping ground 
as it seems to have become). 


If there is a section for "altered wildlife” then this one will 
fit right in. 


But what about this one 


3. Dithlabeng Salon of Visual Art 


There were five judges and an image was disqualified if 
two or more of those five felt that it did not fit the 
definition. 


An excerpt from their entry form “ Visual is straightforward. 
The Oxford dictionary explains this adjective as 
“concerned with or used in seeing” as opposed to feeling, 
smelling, hearing or tasting. The key lies in the word “Art”. 


Art refers to skill, esp. human skill as opposed to nature; 
Skillful execution as an object in itself; cunning; imitative 
or imaginative skill applied to design as in paintings etc.

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Here the word photography could replace the word 
painting. 


The PSSA website www.pssa.co.za has two references 
to Visual art. Words and phrases used are: Interpretive 
approach, personal vision, feeling, senses, imagination, 
creativity, harmony, hope, love, fear. “To create the 
image in such a way that it has a greater meaning than 
a mere record of the scene”. 


There may be exceptions to the rules. Sometimes it is 
possible to observe “Visual art” in nature or ..... But, it

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Judges who have been nurtured in the typical 
camera club culture tend to judge according to a 
preconceived template. That template is firmly 
rooted in a well-established tradition of what a 
club photograph ought to look like. Among other 
things, the picture must have a composition based 
on thirds, it must have a focal point and it must 
have strong visual impact. The emphasis is on 
compositional rules rather than aesthetic qualities 
or expressive interpretation of subject matter. 


And, not unreasonably, it must be technically 
competent — perfectly exposed and have sufficient 
sharpness. 


Anything that does not fit that template, no matter 
what other good qualities it may have, is considered 
to be inferior photography. 


For reasons of efficiency and practicality in a 
situation such as salon judging, where decisions 
must be made quickly and objectively, template 
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judging has Reeg been chosen by those who 
control organised amateur photography as the 
preferred method. Lip service is however sometimes 
paid to qualities such as “story telling” or “mood” 
but ultimately it is the adherence to clearly defined 
technical and compositional criteria that really 
counts. 


Template judging however prevents a true 
appreciation of the best photography mainly 
because it identifies “faults” rather than looking for 
good qualities. Moreover the “faults” it identifies 
are not necessarily bad in genera! terms but only 
because they break certain traditional and mostly 
discredited “rules of composition”. The originators 
of this system seem to have wanted to make 
photography into a competitive sport. They must 
have been people who liked order and certainty 
above something as nebulous and subjective as 
aesthetic value or emotional appeal. 
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Intuitive versus Template Judging 


This style of judging can blind you to other, 
arguably more important qualities like originality 
of concept, artistic interpretation, imaginative 
composition, subtle nuances, photographic vision, 
honesty and insight, to mention a few. 


If that template were to be applied outside of club 
photography many of the best photographs in the 
world would fail. And also by that standard some 
really outstanding work by leading PSSA 
photographers fails. 


A few judges, on the other hand, tend to use a more 
intuitive kind of judging. They try to understand 
what the photographer's intention may have been. 
They make an effort to establish what the photograph 
is about. Yes, they will also look critically at the 
technical aspects but will not insist on any particular 
division of space in terms of an over-used 
compositional formula but rather interpret a 
particular arrangement according to the demands 


of the subject matter. They try to see photographs 
with an open mind and against the background of 
an awareness of the larger world of photography 
and art beyond the limits of a club or society such 
as PSSA. 


For too many photographs, some of them the best 
work, template judging is inappropriate. 


The problem for me is that these photographs that 
are discriminated against because of template 
judging are closer to the kind of photography that 
has earned mainstream approval — that is, in the 
world of photography outside of club photography. 
Template judging is an essentially superficial way 
of assessing the value of a photograph. It glosses 
over many valuable attributes that an excellent 
photograph may have and tends to elevate cliché 
formula pictures of little real value outside of the 
camera club context.

e Nature section of the entry form must 
state the PSA Nature Definition which is as 
follows: “Nature photography is restricted 

to the use of the photographic process to depict 
observations from all branches of natural history, 
except anthropology and archaeology, in such a 
fashion that a well informed person will be able to 
identify the subject material and to certify as to its 
honest presentation. The story telling value of a 
photograph must be weighed more than the pictorial 
quality. Human elements shall not be present, 
except on the rare occasion where those human 
elements enhance the nature story 


The presence of scientific bands on wild animals 
is acceptable. Photographs of artificially produced 
hybrid plants or animals, mounted specimens, or 
obviously set arrangements, are ineligible, as is 
any form of manipulation that alters the truth of the 
photographic statement. No elements may be 
moved, cloned, added, deleted, rearranged or 
combined. No manipulation or modification is 
permitted except sizing, cropping, selective 
lightening or darkening, and restoration of original 
color of the scene. No special effect filters can be 
applied. Any sharpening must appear natural.”

DEFINITIONS 
Nature Wildlife Definition 


PSA Authentic Wildlife: 


i. Wildlife is defined as one or more organisms 
Definition for the Wildlife Medal, “Authentic 
living free and unrestrained in a natural or 
adopted habitat. Therefore, photographs of 
zoo or game farm animals are not eligible for 
the PSA Silver Wildlife Medal.” 


ii. Exhibitions presenting the PSA Nature Wildlife 
Gold Medal are to include on their entry forms: 


a. The preceding definition of authentic wildlife 
in addition to the general nature definition. 


a. b. A “box” to the right of the entry title space to 
be marked “W” by the entrant as certification 
that the photograph so designated complies 
with both the general nature and the authentic 
wildlife definitions. 


Verify the authenticity of an Image 


The Salon Director may request Medal and COM 
winners to supply him with the original RAW 
images. 


The PSA nature definitions are different from 
those used by PSSA. Please note thatitis important 
that ourmembers entering the 1s‘ Cape Internationl 
Digital Salon Circuit adhere to them.

In applying for LPSSA, APSSA, FPSSA & MPSSA 
an important aspect of the application is that the 
standard required is higher at each level. 


This aspect was not considered in Amy’s proposal 
although it is considered in some Societies’ 
requirements in that multiple salon acceptances 
and an increased number of awards are required 
as you progress through the various levels. 


This was certainly a possibility but we already 
have in place a system to honour and acknowledge

“Antoine Hercule Romuald Florence (1804—March 
27, 1879) was a French-Brazilian painter and 
inventor, known as the isolate inventor of 
photography in Brazil, three years before Daguerre 
(but six years after Nicéphore Niépce), using the 
matrix negative/positive, still in use. According to 
Kossoy, who examined Florence’s notes,[1] he 
referred to his process, in French, as photographie 
in 1834, at least four years before John Herschel 
coined (translated?) the English word photography. 


Hercules Florence was born on February 29, 1804 
in Nice, France, the son of Arnaud Florence (1749- 
1807), tax collector, and Augustine de Vignolis, 
a minor noblewoman. As a child he manifested 
interest for drawing and the sciences, as well as for 
the voyages of the great explorers to the New 
World and already as a 14 year-old boy he worked 
as a calligrapher and draftsman in Monaco, where 
his parents had been living since 1807. 


After a period of wandering and working on board 
of warships and merchant ships, Hércules Florence 
set sail to Brazil as a crew member of the French 
warship Marie Théréze, arriving in the port of Rio 
de Janeiro on May 1, 1824, two years after the 
declaration of independence from Portugal. He 
was already an accomplished draftsman and 
painter with considerable talent and many 
scientific interests, particularly in the natural 
sciences and ethnography. Soon after his arrival, 
he got a job in a women’s fashion store and then 
as a lithographer in a bookstore and printing shop, 
owned by his compatriot Pierre Plancher.” 


Comment: One could nit-pick about the English 
vs. the French word. But, in my opinion the 
English was simply a translation, NOT a ‘coinage.’ 
Also, the Florence date varies from 1832 to 1834 
depending on the source.
